Resolutions in relation to the Cumberland Hospital. 

The select committee to whom was referred the memorial of the 
Trustees of the Cumberland Hospital, have had the same under con* 
sideration, and report thereon: 

That the State of Kentucky, under an impression that a hospital 
located at Smilhland, which is situated on (he Ohio, at the mouth 
of the Cumberlanil river, was an establishment which the wisdom, 
the policy and the humanity of the States bordering on the Ohio ri* 
ver required, appropriated four thousand dollars towards the erec- 
tion of comfortable buildings at that plac«^ which sum has been prti- 
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(iently and judiriousily expended; that a large and Qommodious 
brick house has heen completed and prepared for the, reception of 
thesick, divided off into a nunriber of weH constructed and coRve- 
nient rooms; that a kilchen and all other necessary buildings have 
been erecled, and every thing in a perfect state for the reception of 
the sick water-men wlio may be placed in said hospital: a regular 
bred physician has been procured to attend^ and nurses to wait oo 
and administer to the comfort of the patienljs. These arrangements 
were all completed list fall, mod every attention, from that time to 
the present, paid those who were in the hospital, and all restored ta 
kealth and thrown back upon society. The committee would here 
rt'm.Kk, tha^ not one patient who has been in the hospital was a resi- 
d mU of Kentucky^ but citiz<^ns of other States* The committee, 
upon examining into the state of the funds of said hospital, find that 
they are all nearly expended, and the continuance of the successful 
operation of the establisbmem, must depend upon the aid to be af- 
tvrdrd '>y the government of the United Stales, out of the marine 
hospital fund, and the contributions of the States bordering on the 
Ohio, t)ecause all the States on the Ohio are equally interested in 
having (he sick water-men provided for, and although the same ia 
situated in Kentucky, her citizens are not more deeply interested ki 
it than those of the States of Tennessee, Iljinois, bidiana, Ohio, 
Virginia and Pennsylvania; besides. It is to be borne in mind that 
Kentucky has erected all the building?, and independent of that fact, 
has expended upwards of forty thousand dollars in erecting a hospi* 
tal at the city of Louisville, and now, by her own means, keeps it in 
operation and receives into it the sick watcr-rmeu from every part of 
the world. 

The committee feel persuaded, that an appeal to Congress and- 
the States, will not be made in vain, for aid to keep up and sustain 
said institution. The committee submit the following resolutions: 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky^ 
That our members in Congress be requested to use their best efforts 
to obtain a contribution out of the marine hospital fund, to be ap? 
propriated towards defraying the annual expences of the Cumber- 
land hospital, and as additional means for its support, to authorise 
the State of Kentucky to collect a toll on the commerce of the river, 
where the same shall land at Smithlaiid. 

Resolved^ That the Governor of this Stale be requested to trans- 
mit copies of this report and resolutions to the Governors of the 
States of Pennsylvania, Virginia, Tennessee, Ohio, Indiana and Il- 
linois, and respectfully request the attention of those States to the 
•bjects contemplated in this report.
